A SHY DANCER.

of th ^Sand Hill. Crane, 


The sand hill crane is 


bird. A Kecreation writer 
very uatne is sjnonymons of vigilance 
and alertness. It feeds on the (treeless 
plains or in the'barren wKeat stubble, 
whero it can sec a long wajvbeyond gnn 
shot, or one of a flock is posted as'sen' 
tiiiel, and this bird stands with bill'hal 
open, ready to give an alarm. It can .be 
killed by decoying it with pasteboard 
figures cat to proper size and.shape anc 
painted, but mounted birds are better. 
A pit is dug deep enough to conceal a 
man, the decoys are put out, and the 
cranes arc shot as they come over. The 
best region to shoot them is in the Co- 
lumbia river watershed and-south of it 
in tho Pacific coast states. 


When ono shoots a bird of tho.size 


and build of a crone iu midair, it col- 
lapses, like a card house or a tent But 
such apparent collapses are sometimes 
deceptive, as, for instance: 


"Before I could reach him he soared 


off into the air with wheeling flight. 
Again ho hit the ground with fearful 
violence, but again he got on his feet 
Running up, thinking to get him alive 
for a decoy, I tried to tap him on tho 
head and stun him. He showed fight, 
and I used my gun as I backed off, and 
he took to his wings.'' 


The sand hill crane is something of a 


fighter of men if wounded, and tho only 
safe crane is a dead one. Their bills are 
long and sharp and are capable of put- 
tins out a man's eye. 


Tho sand hill crane has some curious 


habits that make him of more than pass- 
ing interest to tho student of birds. Out 
on the prairies parties of them have balls 
in tho spring, to which tho select birds 
seem to bo invited. These balls aro pic- 
turesque affairs from the human stand- 
point. There aro curious dances, which 
arc sort of solitary waltzes or pretty 
slow jigs. Sometimes the birds leap 
over one another's backs and flap their 
wings, giving, their peculiar cry. Some- 
times rival birds hare fierce duels, using 
their keen bills like lances, battleaxes 
and swords.

>ay as much as $50 at times for orchids 
hat were hardly worth a quarter of 
hat. In London ho had agents constant- 
y on tho lookout for rare plants of this 
species, and he paid them prices that 
hey could have obtained nowhere else.''

OR£GON ELECTION. 


If the United States Government 


would do for silver, of which this 
country is the greatest producer in the 
world, what the British Government is 
doing for gold, the United States would 
be the most prosperous nation on the 
face of the earth. 


KENTUCKY FOB FREE SII/VISK. 


An election was held in Oregon yes- 


terday for two members of Congress", 
a Judge of the Supreme Court, mem 
ben of the Legislature and 
local 


officers. Two years ago a vote for Con 
gressman in the First District, stood 
22,264 lor Hermann, Bepublican, to 12,- 
629 lor Miller, Populist, and 10,790 for 
Weatherford, Democrat! In the Second 
Congressional District W. R. Ellis, Ee- 
pablican, received 18,875 votes, Wai- 
drop, Populist, 10,749 votes, and Baley, 
Democrat, 9,013 votes, Lord, Kepubli- 
can, had 41,034 votes, Pierce. Populist, 
26,033 votes, and Galliway, Democrat, 
17,498 votes for Governor. 


This indicates a walk-over for the 


Republican candidates for Congress 
unless the situation has changed since 
1894. Hermann, who made a faithful 
Representative in Congress, was de- 
feated in the nominating convention, 
the alleged reason being that he was 
for free coinage, and the Republican 
party in Oregon declared for gold. 
Ellis was renominated in the Second 
District, bnt as he, also, was favorable 
to silver, the cold obment of the 
party nominated a '-sound money" 
man for Congress and had his name 
put on the official ballot. 


The Legislature will elect a United 


States 
Senator 
to 
succeed J. H. 


Mitchell, whose term will expire next 
March. 
Mitchell opposed the repeal 


of the Sherman act in the special PCS 
sion of Congress, but ho has not taken 
the advanced 
position 
of 
Teller, 


Dubois, Mantle and Cannon on the 
question. 


Ex.Governor Pennoyer is tho Popu- 


list candidate for Mayor of Portland 
but as the city gave a clear majority of 
about 2,500 to the Republicans t\\o 
years ago, it is probable that the ex- 
Governor will be defeated unless there 
is a radical change. 


As the election in Oregon occurs on 


the eve of the Republican Nattona. 
Convention and the majority of thd 
convention favors 
the single 
golc 


standard the gold men could notatt'orc 
to lose Oregon, and it is almost certain 
that they have carried tho State.Monej 
is said to have been lavishly expended 
in the interest of the party, as defeat 
in Oregon, where the party was pro 
nounced for gold, would have a bad 
effect at St. Louis. 
The Populists are 


strong in Eastern Oregon, but unless 
they received the unanimous support 
of the Democrats or drew heavily from 
the Republicans they could not expect 
to elect a Congressman. 


In the Legislature of 1895 the He- 


publicans hud 72 votes on joint ballot, 
the Populists 9 and tho Democrats 8. 
This year that majority may be re- 
duced, but it is hardly possible that it 
will be overcome. The great struggle 
was in Multnomah county, in which 
Portland is situated, though it has been 
a Republican stronghold for years, as 
Pennoyer was nominated for Mayor by 
the Populists and Democrats. 


The free silver men carried ten out 


of the eleven Congressional Districts 
in Kentucky. The exception is the 
Louisville district where the " sound 
money" men were in the ascendancy 
and many delegates fiom that district 
vill probably be excluded from tho 
onvention as their seats are contested 
)y silver men. 


In many counties resolutions indors- 


ng Carlisle for the Presidency were 
voted down by a large majority and 
Jlackburn declared to be the choice 
or United States Senator. 
The convention to elect delegates to 
hioago will be held at Lexington to- 


morrow. There is now no doubt of the 
attitude of the convention on the 
money question. 
The platform will 


diolare for 16 to 1, and the delegates 
.vill probably be instiucted to vote for 
i free silver man for Presidential can- 
didate. 


Secretary Carlisle, in consequence of 
.s change of front on the financial 


question, has lost caste in the State 
which elected him to Congress a half- 
dozen times and once to the United 
States Senate, and he will retire at tho 
expiration of Cleveland's Administra- 
tion, repudiated by the people whose 
interests he betrayed for Wall street 
favors.

By the Peel Act of July 19,1844, the 


price of gold is fixed by an English law 
which compels the Bank of England to 
pay 3£, 17s, 9d, for every ounce of 
standard 
gold 
presented 
at 
its 


counter. This is equivalent to $18 92, 
the staple price of gold of standard 
fineness, less carriage and insurance, 
the world over. 


Chambers' Encyclopedia, 
volume 1, 


page 667, and the Encyclopedia Bnttan- 
ica, American edition, 1883, page 485, 
verify the statement that by the pro- 
visions of its charter the Bank of Eng- 
land is required to purchase all the 
gold of standard fineness brought to 
its counter at $18 92 per troy ounce of 
480 grains. If the English law fixed a 
price on silver equivalent to its coinage 
value, ai it dues on gold, the market 
value of the metal would be the same 
as its coinage value, less the charges 
for mintage.

•would not increase thevolume of silver 
coin over one dollar per capita per 
annum, but by giving employment to 
hundreds of thousands, who are now 
seeking work in other pursuits, it 
would relieve the labor market and as 
the prices of wheat, cotton aud other- 
products of the farm advance or de- 
cline with the price of silver it would 
benefit every industry in the United 
States. This country is the greatest 
silver producer in the world and Eng- 
land produces no silver. England is 
therefore interested in keeping down 
the market price of the metal as it re- 
quires a good deal of silver for subsid- 
iary coins and the less it has to pay 
for the bullion the greater tbe profit in 
coining it. England buys silver in the 
United States at 67 oeuts an ounce and 
coins it at the ratio ot 15J-X grains to 1 
grain of gold, making a profit of 50 per 
cent on every ounce. 
The United 


States not only sanctions the English 
method of depreciating the 
market 


value of an American product, which 
England mast have, bat declares it 
would be anarchistic to pass an act 
opening the mints to silver as such an 
act would compel England to pay $1 29
